6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closet prior art 
(Drechsler et al.) discloses a cosmetic composition, more specifically a lip composition that 
comprises an organosiloxane resin, a diorganopolysiloxane polymer and a volatile carrier 
(SUMMARY OF INVENTION - Col. 2, lines 19-31), therefore disclosing three of the four 
elements of Applicants' independent claim. Drechsler et al. does not disclose the fourth element, 
the aminosilicone having the structure below: 



At the time the invention was made, the particular aminosilicone DC 2-8566 1 {see Example 1, 
footnote 4 of the instant application) of claim 25 was and continues to be recognized as useful 
for softening of hair and not for use in lipstick compositions. Thus, it would not have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the specifically claimed aminosilicone, 
which is associated with softening of hair, with the lipstick composition of Drechsler et al. to 
arrive at Applicants' invention.
